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Judge Demands Data on Allegations Against F.BJ,

A Federal district Judge ordered the 
Government yesterday to give him all the 
material that a former agent had given to 
the Justice Department concerning alle> 
gatlons that the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation had provided false Information in 
swd^statements involving a suit ^ the 
Socialist Workers Party. 

Judge Thomas P. Griesa, who Is 
presiding over the party's $40 million suit 
.against the F.B.I. and other agencies, 
told the Government’s lawyers to turn the 
material over to him and to the lawyers 
for the Socialist Workers. The judge, who 
said he had learned of the allegations in 
an article in The New York Times, issued 
hiwrder in Federal District Court in * 
Manhattan. 

If the court could not rely on sworn 
testimony from the F.B.I. in this case. 
Judge Grlesa said in a firm tone, it would 
be of "grave concern" to him. 

The Judge asked the Government why 
it had failed to inform him about the alle- 


gations that were made by M. Wesley 
Swearingen, a retired F.B.I. agent who 
contended that the bureau’s second-rank- 
ing executive, James Adams, had per- 
jured himself about the danger of identi- 
fying informers who had spied on the So- 
cialist Workers. 

Thomas E. Moseley; an assistant 
United States Attorney, replied that the 
Government believed that Mr. Swearin- 
gen’s allegations were "devoid of sub- 
stance.*’ Mr. Moseley added that the Gov- 
ernment was still investigating the alle- 
gations and expected to "wrap it up in 
three or four weeks.” 

Leonard B. Boudin, the lawyer for the 
Socialist Workers, told the judge that Mr. 
Swearingen’s long statement conveying 
the allegations to the Justice Department 
should be turned over to the Government. 
He added that the judge should schedule 
a hearing on the matter. 

After the request. Judge Grlesa ord- 
ered the Government to turnover the ma- 
terial to him and to Mr. Boudin. The 


judge declined to take further action for 
the time being, but he stressed his con- 
cern about Mr. Swearingen’s allegations 
that the F.B.I. had fabricated evidence 
about dangers of identif^g informers. 

The Government said later that the 
material would be turned over today. 

According to Mr. Swearingen’s Allega- 
tions, the bureau's Los Angeles office had 
help^ compile a list of informers to sup- 
port the testimoney of Mr. Adams that 
identifying informers in the case of the 
Socialist Workers would jeopardize the 
safety of the informers and the opera- i 
tionsof the F.B.I. ] 

Mr. Swearingen alleged that the list of i 
Informers amounted to "a pack of lies" 
because none of the individuals on the list 
were political Informers who had suf- ! 
fered reprisals as a result of their identi- 
ties being disclosed against their wishes. 

Mr. Adams has said through an F.B.I. 
spokesman that his affidavit in the case 
had been accurate to the best of his 
knowledge.
